John Gaffney of Dresden describee 
what is termed the largest radiator In 
the world It is Intended for the 300 
horsepower motor of an airship. Is 
made of aluminium, is four feet seven 
inches high, four feet seven Inches 
broad and eight Inches deep. Its econ¬ 
omy of operation Is Indicated by an 
hourly capacity of 6.86S gallons and a 
radiation of not less than 288.000 calo¬ 
ries per hour, while t.695.000 cubic 
feet of air pass through it. Its weight 
when empfv Is 145 pounds and 209 
pounds when full of water.

This lens in the eye Is u literal 
i "burning glnss," ns the smnll boy 
styles the glass lens with which he 
focuses the suu's rays and sets tire to 
a piece of puper. Just in this sense. | 
too. Is the lens of the eye a lit era I j 
burning glass, as may he shown by the 1 
simplest of experiments. 

Let the person at midday hold a ! 
straw against the face of the sun and 
focus his eyes on the straw He can 1 
look at the straw, with its background j 
of a dazzling sun. and without discom¬ 
fort. But the moment he looks at the 
fiery ball of the sun itself, subcon¬ 
sciously the lens of the eye comes to 
Its proper focus, with the result ibat 
a “burning" sunspot appears on the 
retina of the eye. and it Is said that 
a few seconds of such looking would 
burn out the retina as If by lire Itself 
In this subconscious adaptability of 
the eye lens to adapt Itself to different 
distances lies its value to the human 
sight. The man with a camera ad 
jnsts the focus of Ills lenses by sliding 
them forward and back: tlie lenses 
of the human eye. by changing their 
curvatures, allows of one looking at 
fine print six inches from his nose— j 
and in a fraction of a second to look 
up and away, probably tlfty tulles to • 
a mountain peak that In an instant is 
In true enmern focus.—Chicago Trib¬ 
une.

Saloons do not look with favor upon newspapers they cannot control, and 
they knew they could not control Schubert, who soon had the decent element 
of i he town back of him. 

It would be hard to overstate th ' deplorable condition of Watts at that 
t mo. Sal ons dominated everything, including tlie city government. Ladies 
w< r • hardly sale fruin insult upon tli main street. All efforts on the part 
of the decent element t i bring about re; irm met with rebuffs or sneers 
from those in authority. 

Sehubert is not very large In statvre hut lie was not afraid to tackle the 
situation. He lays no claims tn journalistic genius, but he has a conscience. 
He spoke plainly about condition- and people, and kept at it. He worked 
hard built up a good business and had a chance to sell at a good price 
• ’itizi ns of the better element Implored him not to desert them and he turned 
d wn the offer so that In- might stay with the tight. 

The saloon crowd tried in turn t > bluff him into silence, to buy Ills 
i .i| i r. and to ruin his bu-lness by pn .dug u bonus to an outsider to start an 
opp isitlon paper which tried all the tactics known to ruinous competlti in, In 
i: e effort t'> make him sell out or quit. 

And .-fill Schubert stuck to the job and kept on lighting the buttle of the 
decent element for a clean town. Now they have won and Watts has a 
chance to redeem herself from the unsay i-• reputation which the old order 
fastened upon her. Schubert did not win the fight alone, to be sure. He would 
ia- tile last man to claim it. Hut without him the better element could not 
have prevailed. 

The example set is an inspiring one in these days when the integrity of 
tia press is so often doubted or openly a sailed. It also proves that not all 
the honor and glory of the newspaper profession belongs to the big city 
dailies. Considering the self sacrifice and proportional risks involved a 
I ig ler order ol moral courage may be required tn conduct a little country 
paper under such difficulties as those encountered by Schubert of Watts, 
tha-i is required to engineer a big city i ally through the hottest political 
campaign.
